CHAPTER 155 
CARL FEUCHT AND THE NATIONAL REFINING COMPANY 

H. F. 479 

AN ACT to make appropriations to Carl Feucht and the National Refining Company. 
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa.: 

1 SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the primary road 
2 fund of the state of Iowa to Carl Feucht of Larchwood, Iowa, the sum 
8 of twenty-seven (27) dollars and ninety (90) cents in full settlement 
4 of his claim for damage on account of repairs to his automobile due to 
5 a collision with highway commission truck on primary road number 
6 nine (9), in Lyon county, November 8, 1984, and to the National Re-
7 fining Company of Dubuque, Iowa, the sum of sixty-seven (67) dollars 
8 and thirty (80) cents in full settlement of its claim for damages to a 
9 gasoline tank resulting from a collision with a highway commission 

10 truck on primary road number fifty-eight (58) in Grundy county, 
11 on January 24. 1985. 

1 SEC. 2. The state comptroller is hereby directed to issue his war-
2 rants payable to said parties out of the primary rQad fund in said 
8 amounts respectively, and the treasurer of state is hereby authorized 
4 and directed to pay the same out of said fund. 

1 SEC: 8. Receipt of said sums by said parties respectively, shall be 
2 in full settlement of any and all claims held by them against the state 
3 of Iowa on any and all accounts whatsoever.

CHAPTER 156 
JOHN F. FISCHER

AN ACT to make an appropriation to John F. Fischer. 
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa.: 

1 SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the primary road 
2 fund of the state of Iowa to John F. Fischer of Dickens, Iowa, the sum 
8 of two hundred (200) dollars. 
1 SEC. 2. The state comptroller is hereby authorized to issue his war-
2 rant to said party for said sum, and the treasurer of state is hereby 
8 authorized and directed to pay the same from the primary road fund 
4 of the state of Iowa. 
1 SEC. 3. Receipt of said sum by said John F. Fischer shall be in full 
2 settlement of all claims he has or may have against the state of Iowa on 
3 account of the loss of some ten acres of his potato crop due to the 
4 construction of primary road number eighteen (18) along the south 
5 edge of the town of Dickens in Clay county, Iowa, without sufficient 
6 provision for drainage and including any and all accounts and claims 
7 whatsoever against the state of Iowa.
